someone tripped over it. 

But the Earl of Wessex 
was assured by council 
chair Gillian Summers 
that it would be safely 
secured to a wall after he 
had gone. 
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Earlier the Prince 
had amused children 
from Sunninghill 
School who were 
having a lesson in 
the adjoining library and 
learning centre, telling 
them that penguins “re¬ 
ally stink.” 

His good-natured visit 
saw him touring the 
£9.7million office build¬ 
ing which provides a 
home for West Dorset 
District Council staff as 
well as some from Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Bor¬ 


ough Council. Subject to 
getting approval in the 
coming weeks the office 
might also be shared by 
some staff from North 
Dorset District Council 
as the three authorities 
consider closer working. 

During his tour of the 
building, meeting staff 
and officials, West 
Dorset Cllr Ron 


Coates worth joked 
with the Prince and 
told him: “Your father 
does quite a bit of 
work in Dorchester,” 
- referring to his ‘model 
village’ at Poundbury. 

Mayor and Mayoress 
of Dorchester, Peter and 
Sheila Mann, were 
amongst the official 
party greeting the Prince 
as he arrived. 

“He asked me how my 
year was going and I told 
him it had been very 
busy, so far,” said the

Council moved to the of¬ 
fices in 2013, claiming 
that the new building 
would save more than 
£200,000 a year in run¬ 
ning costs. 

The move had been 
dogged with controversy 
with public criticism 
when it accepted an offer 
well below the price it 
believed it could get for 
its old headquarters.

• Applicants that are 
deemed to have the fi¬ 
nancial means to address 
their housing situation 
will be unable to remain

on or join the register 

• Applicants who are 
adequately housed will 
no longer be able to re¬ 
main on or join the regis¬ 
ter. 

• Residents who no 
longer qualify for a place 
on the register will still 
be able to access help and 
support including assis¬ 
tance with referrals to 
other housing options or 
support to keep people in 
their homes.

Hospital faces £400k 
gap in savings target 


DORSET County Hospital has yet to 
identify where it can find a shortfall 
of £400,000 on its saving target of 
£4.1 million in the current financial 
year. 

The target figure is lower than the 
expected £6m it was initially feared 
it may have to find and is around 
three per cent of the annual turnover. 

Governors have been told that the 
hospital additionally has £4,6m in 
loans, but is confident that it can be 
paid back. 

The current projection is that the 
Trust will end the financial year with 
a £900,000 deficit. 

Hospital Trust Chairman Dr Jeffrey 
Ellwood says the hospital plans to 


make the majority of its savings by 
not spending, rather than making cuts 
to services. 

New chief executive Patricia Miller 
says the hospital will be joining with 
others in a review which aims to de¬ 
liver community services closer to 
people’s homes. Local people will be 
invited to comment on the review. 

Other plans for the years ahead in¬ 
clude an expansion of the accident 
and emergency unit which was built 
to cater for around 23,000 patients a 
year - but is currently dealing with 
45,000. 

The hospital has an open day this 
Saturday, October 4th, from 2 to 
5pm.

More than two thirds 
agree to industrial action 
in a national ballot with 
88 per cent saying they 
would be prepared to 
take part in action, short 
of a strike on October 
13th. 

The union’s Regional 
Head of Health Helen 
Eccles said: “UNISON 
members across the 
South West are strug¬ 
gling to meet their 


household bills whilst 
continuing to deliver 
good quality healthcare 
across the region. It’s be¬ 
cause of this desire to en¬ 
sure that good healthcare 
provision is maintained 
that our members have 
reluctantly decided that 
Industrial Action is the 
only way to make this 
government sit up and 
listen. 

UNISON Health mem¬ 
bers in the South West 
are asking Jeremy Hunt 
to talk to the health 
unions - the power is 
with the government to 
end this dispute.” 


Council's car parks 
will be pay on exit 


DORCHESTER'S council-run car parks could be op¬ 
erating a pay on exit scheme in time for the start 
of Christmas shopping. 

Instead of the trial scheme at Wollaston Road 
which has been delayed since the summer all of 
the Dorchester council car parks are expected to 
become pay on exit within a month to six weeks' 
time. 

Initially drivers will only pay when they return to 
their vehicles and, in a later phase, will be able to 
set up an online account and be charged without 
the need to use a ticket machine. would then 
be rolled out to the rest of West Dorset. 

Head of parking services at West Dorset District 
Council Chris Graves said he believed the system 
would make parking fines a thing of the past in the 
county town.

Homeless shelter to close

A DORCHESTER centre which has supported 
homeless people for more than twelve years is 
about to shut its doors for the final time. 

The Hub, which until recently was based near 
the town’s West Station, had been managed by 
the Bournemouth Churches Housing Association. 

The organisation say that throughout the last 
nine months there has been a large decrease in the 
number of people accessing support at The Hub. 

Lianne Paddison-Casbierd, Dorset Locality 
Manager for BCHA, commented: “The reasons 
behind the closure of The Hub are very positive - 
not only have the local District Councils commis¬ 
sioned support for homeless people within 
Dorchester, but also, despite the current tough 
economic climate, homelessness has reduced in 
Dorchester. 

“We are confident that the provision for vulner¬ 
able people in Dorchester is fully catered for, and 
is now more suitable to the needs of local people. 
We will be working closely with EDP to ensure 
that those people currently supported by The Hub 
will continue to be helped to find accommoda¬ 
tion. 

“We very much see this as a time to celebrate 


the positive impact we’ve seen The Hub make to 
the lives of so many vulnerable people in the 
Dorchester community. The success of this proj¬ 
ect has been due to the dedicated commitment 
and support from the Friends of The Hub, and all 
of the voluntary and statutory agencies that have 
supported the work of The Hub.” 

The Friends of The Hub will work with EDP to 
continue to support the homeless people of 
Dorchester, as they have done over the last 12 
years. Dr Margaret Barker, Chair of Friends of 
The Hub, said: “It was always our hope that even¬ 
tually the statutory services for homeless people 
would make The Hub redundant. We will still be 
here to provide practical help to homeless people 
when they are first housed, including the provi¬ 
sion of basic furniture and help with travel and 
training, or employment costs. The NHS Dental 
Van will continue to visit once a month, based at 
the Durnovaria Band Hall in Fordington, and our 
volunteers will be on hand to offer hot drinks and 
a chat whilst it is there.” 

EDP will offer help for those with housing dif¬ 
ficulties to access accommodation and support, 
and can be contacted on 07703 745018.

Edward Fox opens new glass 
houses at Kingston Maurward 



ACTOR Edward Fox officially opened two state of 
the art glasshouses at Kingston Maurward College on 
Monday for its Horticulture academy. 

The veteran actor became interested in the project 
after befriending the College’s resident blacksmith, 
Simon Grant Jones. 

His visit included a tour of the glasshouses and gar¬ 
dens, followed by lunch with College Principal Clare 
Davison, governors, staff and students. 

The £850,000 glasshouse project replaced two out¬ 
dated existing polytunnels, a non-operational smaller 
greenhouse built in the 1960s, and dilapidated tool 
sheds bringing the College to the forefront of tech¬ 
nology in its field. 

The majority of the build was funded by a grant 
from the Skills Funding Agency, with a substantial 
contribution from the College via its governors. 

The new structures will house classrooms, tool 
stores, learning resources, and growing facilities for 
students. Their produce will supply the home market 
and Visitor Centre with vegetable in both new and 
heritage varieties, and cut flowers for the emerging 


British grown flower market. 

This build was planned to be sympathetic to its en¬ 
vironment and with minimal damage to current 
species, and will use sustainable initiatives including 
rainwater harvesting, automatic shade systems and 
solar power. 

Local Architects A&Q Partnership designed the 
glasshouses and are produced by specialists Cam¬ 
bridge HOK and Venlo.

Police clamp down 
on uninsured cars 


LOCAL drivers with uninsured cars 
stand the risk of having them seized by 
the Police.

The DVLA estimates that 
are more than 6,000 uninsured vehicles 
in the county. 

Dorset police are using powers under 
2005 legislation that allows them to 
seize vehicles from uninsured or unli¬ 
censed drivers and retaining them until 


they have been insured. 

Since this legislation has been intro¬ 
duced the number of uninsured drivers 
on the road has almost halved. 

Inspector Matt Butler from Dorset 
Police’s Traffic Unit said: “We hope the 
publicity will make people think twice 
about driving while uninsured, and also 
reassure the vast majority of motorists, 
who drive legally with insurance, that 
we are tackling those without it.” 

Dorchester is one of the hotspots for 
the Dorset police to clamp down.

Meteorite talk at museum 


METEORITE expert Dr Caroline Smith will be talk¬ 
ing at the County Museum next week. 

Chance and a fascination for discovery brought her, 
as a young geologist to the Natural History Museum, 
where she now looks after the oldest meteorite spec¬ 
imens in the collection. 

She’s devoted her career to both meteorites and the 
Museum, looking after their important collection, 
planning exhibitions and talking to the public.

Curator Fiona Smith said: “They 
are also bizarre in that some have 
their reproductive organs on the left 
side and others on the right. 


“This means that right-sided males 
can only mate with left-sided females 
and vice-versa.” 

The Park has hosted a group of nine 
adult four-eyed fish in its Amazon 
exhibition for about four years and 
hopes the strange new arrival will be 
the first of many. 

Fiona said: “It’s a sign that we’ve 
got the water quality and light-levels 
just right for them, and that they have 
a healthy diet.” 

Measuring just two inches, the 
youngster is expected to grow rap¬ 
idly on a diet of insects and micro¬ 
scopic shrimps and reach its full size 
of about seven inches in just eight 
months. 


Youngsters from 
London sail on 
board the Pelican 

A GROUP of young people from Camden 
were given the opportunity to sail on board 
a traditional sailing vessel recently thanks to 
funding received from the Big Lottery Fund. 

Members of the Camden Voluntary Police 
Cadet Unit joined the tall ship Pelican in the 
ship's home-port of Weymouth. 

Following a night on board ship they set sail 
early the next morning and were treated to a 
day sailing round Weymouth Bay and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

While on board the cadets were able to take 
part in an'up-and-over'where they were 
trained in using safety harnesses and were al¬ 
lowed to ascend the mast to the first platform - 
no mean feat at a height of 34ft above the main 
deck - and then descend on the other side. 

PC Adam Owers of the Metropolitan Police, 
who runs the cadets' unit, said: "The kids loved 
it and, once they got into it, they didn't stop 
talking about it. 

"They all performed an 'up-and-over', albeit 
with some apprehension initially, but then 
once back down they wanted to go up again! 

"It really was an amazing experience." 

Because Pelican is a sail training vessel, the 
youngsters were able to get involved in all as¬ 
pects of sailing the 45m vessel under the in¬ 
struction and guidance of the ship's crew, 
despite many of them never having been on a 
ship before.

New birds at RSPB Radipole Lake 


A GIANT marsh harrier mural and 
a new thatched roof have trans¬ 
formed the look of the Weymouth 
RSPB Discovery Centre on Radi¬ 
pole Lake. 

It is the first time that the Centre 
has had its roof re-thatched for 
more than 30 years. 

The skilled work was carried out 
by local thatchers Nathan Yates 
(The Purbeck Thatcher) and James 
Scott (Sunrise Thatching). 

Nathan said: “It was a three- 
week task and we mainly used 
reeds from the reserve. It was a 
straightforward job but in a fabu¬ 
lous setting. 

“We also brought a unique touch 


to the roof by creating three stat¬ 
ues of swans from reed which are 
an integral part of the roof struc¬ 
ture.” 

Centre spokesman Dan Bartlett 
said: “It is a fresh future for the 
Centre which we hope will attract 
even more visitors. 

“Much of the finance for the 
thatching work was provided for 
us through a generous legacy from 
a former RSPB member who we 
will be remembering with a plaque 
to mark the gift. 

“The giant marsh harrier mural, 
which covers one entire wall near 
the entrance, was the work of Lon¬ 
don street artist, ATM. It looks 


spectacular and very eye-catching. 

“The mural is very relevant to 
Radipole because up until 2009 
marsh harriers hadn’t nested in 
Dorset for 50 years. 

“Then one pair raised three 
chicks, regular breeding has taken 
place since this and in 2014 two 
pairs raised six chicks which is 
very exciting.” 

The Discovery Centre is the vis¬ 
itor centre for the RSPB’s Wey¬ 
mouth reserves at Radipole and 
Lodmoor and also acts as a local 
information centre for visitors in¬ 
terested in wildlife related loca¬ 
tions in the Weymouth and 
Portland area.

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Bare-faced cheek

AS THE season changes and skin loses its post-summer glow, it might not 
be the best time to let you know that barely-there make-up is the go-to 
look for autumn. But don't worry, it might look like you've climbed out of 
bed, gulped down a healthy juice and simply swept a slick of mascara over 
your lashes, but there's more to this look than meets the eye. 

Building the foundation 

"The most important part of this look for me is flawless, natural looking 
skin. If you can see the base, it will completely ruin the whole look," says 
Louise Connor, make-up artist for LOLA (available at Marks & Spencer). 

"I always start with a primer to really begin that perfect finish. Choose one 
that has a subtle glow, to give the illusion of a natural luminosity to the 
skin. 

"Go for a base that will give a natural cover, is lightweight, soft focus and 
blendable. Only use where you need to even out skin tone, not all over, as 
it will look more effective. You can then use a concealer to give extra cover 
under the eyes or on blemishes, if needed." 

(Not) All about the eyes 

"Keep eye make-up to a minimum and accentuate the eye softly with a 
neutral eyeshadow that will colour-correct any natural redness or darkness 
on the lid," Connor continues. 

"Next, choose a darker shadow and use this to contour the socket line to 
create a hint of definition. Use this colour to softly line the upper and lower 
lash line, to create a natural, fuller lash. Finish with mascara, using two thin 
coats, and be sure to brush through with a clean wand after, to separate 
the lashes so they don't appear clogged and stuck together. 

"Frame the eyes with a natural soft brow. Brush through with a comb and 
then very lightly fill in any gaps with a brow powder to achieve a natural 
looking finish." 

Sweet cheeks 

"Keep the blush to a natural, soft colour. Place this where you would nat¬ 
urally blush - so on the apples of the cheeks - and gently sweep upwards 
onto the cheek bone," Connor advises. 

"Warm skins should choose yellow, peach tones and cool skins should go 
for cool pinks. I also use a creme blush for this look, to give a really soft, 
dewy finish. Avoid using too much powder to set the look - a light touch 
on theT-zone should be enough to prevent too much shine, and avoid mat- 
tifying the look." 

In the nude 

"For the perfect nude lip, block out any red tones on the lips with a little 
concealer on a foundation brush," says Lancome make-up artist Shehla 
Shaikh. "Getting the colour right is important - it needs to be a balance of 
pink and beige, rather than just beige, which will make the face look 
washed out. The pink will add warmth and cheer up the complexion."

IF YOU want to make kitchen or bathroom look a bit 
slicker, without too much disruption or cost, fit a 
splashback behind the hob, sink or basin. 

Splashbacks for hobs or cookers are typically made 
of stainless steel, tiles or heatproof glass, while 
splashbacks for kitchen sinks and bathroom basins 
are usually tiled, but can be glass. The problem with 
tiles is that grout can become discoloured over time, 
so using dark grout makes sense in the kitchen, es¬ 
pecially in the cooking area. 

Glass splashbacks are available in standard sizes for 
hobs and cookers, but bespoke sizes can be made to 
order by specialist companies. Glass comes in such a 
large range of colours and patterns, it's easy to find 
something to suit your taste. If you want to inject a 
limited amount of colour or pattern into the room, a 
glass splashback is a good way to do it, or you can 
co-ordinate the colour of the splashback with the 
walls. 

Splashbacks can also be matched to a glass up- 
stand, which protects the walls above the rest of the 
kitchen worktop. Upstands often have to be made- 
to-measure to ensure the length is correct and the 
cut-outs for the sockets, if any, are in the right places. 

If you want to create a unique splashback, how 
about using wallpaper? OK, y ou may think wallpa¬ 
per's not suitable for kitchens and bathrooms, but 
vinyl ones are designed specially for these rooms. 
Conventional wallpaper can often be used too - the 
important thing is to protect it with a clear glass 


panel, such as the good value Laminate Glass Clear 
Splashback (£40, B&Q), or a clear acrylic panel away 
from the hob or cooker. Provided they're fitted and 
sealed properly, these panels work well because the 
wallpaper's sealed in, so moisture, cooking splashes, 
dust and dirt can't get to it. 

To finish off, stick low-tack masking tape along the 
top of the skirting boards and the edge of the door¬ 
frame (where it meets the wall), and paint above the 
skirting and around the doorframe in the emulsion 
you used on the rest of the walls. Carefully remove 
the tape when the last coat of emulsion has started 
to dry. You should get a clean edge between the 
woodwork and walls and if a little emulsion bleeds 
under the tape, you can usually sort this out easily 
because the paint's still fresh.

TREASURES FROM SPACE 


CHANCE and a fascination for 
discovery brought a young geol¬ 
ogist to the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum - she now looks after the 
oldest specimens in the collec¬ 
tion. 

Dr Caroline Smith became a 
meteorite expert almost by acci¬ 
dent. At the end of her geology 
degree, she badly injured her 
knee, meaning she was unable to 
go on fieldwork for her thesis. In¬ 
stead, she went to the Natural 
History Museum in London and 
was handed a box of meteorites 
from Antarctica and asked to cat¬ 
egorise them. 


Ever since, she's been attached 
to both meteorites and the Mu¬ 
seum, looking after their impor¬ 
tant collection, planning 
exhibitions and talking to the 
public. She says some of the most 
thrilling days are when big news 
breaks and she's asked to talk to 
the press, such as in February 
2013 when a huge meteorite 
streaked across the sky in Russia. 

The collection also includes two 
Martian meteorites that fell al¬ 
most exactly 100 years apart. 
They contain evidence that Mars 
was once a wet place, and that 
some rocks could lock away car¬ 


bon dioxide, as they do on Earth. 

'It's another piece of the puzzle 
that shows that Mars and Earth 
are actually quite similar,' she 
says. 

Dr Smith will talk about these 
fascinating specimens and more 
during her lecture at Dorset 
County Museum on 8 October 
2014. The lecture takes place at 
7pm and doors are open from 
6.30pm. The event is free but do¬ 
nations are welcome and all are 
welcome to attend.

New Volkswagen Passat GTE Plug-In Hybrid 


THE new Passat is one of the most innovative 
cars in its class. Equipped with progressive 
drive, assistance and infotainment systems, it 
is high-tech encapsulated in a powerful design 
with sharp proportions.The eighth generation 
Passat is currently being launched in Europe, 
and already, Volkswagen has come up with 
something more: the German car maker is 
showing the Passat GTE in a world premiere at 
the Paris Motor Show - the first Passat with a 
plug-in hybrid drive system. 

It is a zero-emission and long-distance vehi¬ 
cle in one and available as a saloon or estate. 
In GTE mode, the Volkswagen also has a sporty 
side. Plug-in hybrid, in this case, means the 
combination of a turbocharged direct injec¬ 
tion petrol engine (TSI) with an electric motor, 
which is supplied with energy from an exter¬ 
nally (or in Charge mode) chargeable lithium- 
ion battery. Thanks to this battery, the Passat 
GTE can cover a distance of up to 31 miles in 
all-electric mode and thus with zero emissions. 
At the press of a button next to the gear lever, 
the driver can also control the all-electric mode 
("E-Mode") at will - for example, at the end of 
a drive when the destination is in a city. 

A contrast to the "E-Mode" is offered by the 
mode "GTE", which is also accessible at the 
press of a button - in this mode, the Passat de¬ 
livers a maximum system output of 160 kW / 
218 PS; a wide variety of parameters such as 
the accelerator pedal and steering are also 
configured in a sportier way in this mode. The 
1.4-litreTSI engine develops a power of 115 kW 
/ 156 PS (as of 5,000 rpm); the electric motor 
produces 85 kW /15 PS. The maximum torque 
of the plug-in hybrid drive system is 400 Nm. 
Performance and power are deployed both ef¬ 
ficiently and in an eco-friendly way:TheNEDC 
consumption (for hybrid vehicles) is over 141 
mpg (under 2.0 1/100 km) and 13.0 kWh/100 
km; these values equate to C02 emissions 


lower than 45 g/km. In combination with the 
TSI, this results in a driving range of over 620 
miles with a full 50-litre fuel tank and fully 
charged battery - with it, the Passat GTE covers 
the route from Paris to London and back with¬ 
out refuelling. 

The pioneering low power/fuel consumption 
and emission values contrast with a powerful 
driving performance: the Passat GTE, always 
with front-wheel drive and equipped as stan¬ 
dard with a six-gear dual clutch gearbox espe¬ 
cially developed for the hybrid drive, 
accelerates to 62 mph in less than 8.0 seconds 
and achieves a top speed of more than 136 
mph; in "E-Mode," 80 mph. 

The Passat GTE will be launched in the sec¬ 
ond half of next year - both as a saloon and an 
estate. With the market launch of the plug-in 
hybrid, a total of nine drive versions, covering 
a power range from 92 kW / 125 PS to 206 kW 
/ 280 PS, will be available for the European ver¬ 


sion of the Passat. All versions meet the EU 6 
emissions standard. The Passat GTE also con¬ 
stitutes an integral part of the strategy for elec¬ 
tric mobility at Volkswagen. After the XL1, 
e-up!, e-Golf and Golf GTE, the Passat GTE is 
the fifth, or sixth model (saloon and estate) 
that can be operated by electric motor with 
zero emissions. 

The Passat GTE is an independent equip¬ 
ment line. On the one hand, its standard 
equipment includes many features also avail¬ 
able in other models of the range, either as an 
option or without extra charge, depending on 
the equipment version: LED headlights, Driver 
Alert System, Automatic Post-Collision Braking 
system, Front Assist including City Emergency 
Braking function, rain sensor and ParkPilot. On 
the other hand, as a high-tech flagship, the 
Passat GTE features several unique elements 
and equipment upgrades which distinguish it 
from the rest of the range.

Early Airing For All-New Audi TT Roadster 



OPEN minds at Audi have again been ap¬ 
plied to the classic concept of the open-top 
two-seater sports car, and the result - the 
all-new TT Roadster - is set to bring its thor¬ 
oughly contemporary perspective on the 
time-honoured theme to next month's 
Mondial de I'Automobile in Paris. 

While on the outside it retains a fast-re¬ 
tracting fabric hood in accordance with 
roadster tradition and in the interest of 
weight minimisation, the third generation 
of the Audi icon embraces the future in all 
other respects, from its advanced hybrid 
aluminium and steel construction to its re¬ 
markable all-digital virtual cockpit and ad¬ 
vanced new chassis with upgraded quattro 
drive. The new high performance convert¬ 


ible is set to arrive in the UK in good time for 
spring 2015, and will be available to order 
from mid-November priced from £31,955 
OTR. 

"The concept of designing a compact 
roadster following clear geometrical rules 
formed the original idea for the Audi TT in 
autumn 1994," says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hacken- 
berg, Board Member for Technical Develop¬ 
ment at AUDI AG:"From the first generation 
on, it has been a sports car for the senses - 
a driving machine with an authentic design. 
With the new TT Roadster, we have devel¬ 
oped this concept in a consistent manner 
and further improved the technical experi¬ 
ence in the car with innovations such as the 
Audi virtual cockpit." 


The newTT Roadster offers the capabilities 
of a sports car with the option of added 
open-top exhilaration, but without the com¬ 
promises that this blend of attributes often 
demands. Great importance has been at¬ 
tached to torsional rigidity and ride comfort, 
and specially developed struts in the under¬ 
body and body work in their favour. Aerody¬ 
namics have also been prioritised, the new 
Roadster slipping cleanly and quietly 
through the air with a best-in-class drag co¬ 
efficient of 0.30. 

More purposeful stance 

At 4,177 millimeters in length the 
two-seater is 21 millimetres shorter than its 
predecessor. Its wheelbase, on the other 
hand, has grown by 37 millimetres to 2,505 
millimetres, contributing to shorter over¬ 
hangs for an even more purposeful stance. 
With a width of 1,832 millimetres, the new 
TT Roadster is 10 millimetres narrower than 
its predecessor, and at a height of 1,355 mil¬ 
limetres it is 3 millimetres lower. 

The front of the open-top sports car con¬ 
veys power and energy through its accentu¬ 
ated horizontal lines. Similar to the Audi R8, 
the Singleframe grille is wide and flat, and 
the four rings are positioned on the bonnet 
in the style of a high-performance sports car. 
On the standard version, the air inlets are 
connected to one another and divided by 
two vertical slats. 

Two vertical lighting elements are also po¬ 
sitioned in the headlights and emit the LED 
daytime running lights. In the UK these are 
combined with either xenon or LED head¬ 


lamps depending on version, and in both 
cases it will be possible to upgrade these to 
new Matrix LED headlamps which can auto¬ 
matically divert their high beams around 
oncoming and leading traffic, and also fea¬ 
ture dynamic indicators with a sweeping 
function following the intended turn direc¬ 
tion. 

The flat and taut top of the new TT Road¬ 
ster and the TTS Roadster also provides a 
clear contrast with the body and is defined 
by the short side window design that is typ¬ 
ical of the TT Roadster. When viewed from 
the side, many of the details invoke the first 
generation of the design classic. The shoul¬ 
ders have a muscular look and the sill con¬ 
tour forms a strong light-refracting edge. 


The broad wheel arches form their own geo¬ 
metric entities: The front wheel arch breaks 
through the bonnet gap that continues as 
the tornado line all the way to the rear end. 

At the rear, horizontal lines again under¬ 
score the width of the open-top sports car. 
The bars in the standard LED rear lights, 
which adopt the motif of the headlights, are 
permanently illuminated. The third brake 
light - a flat strip on the edge of the luggage 
compartment lid - connects the light sil¬ 
houette at the rear. A diffuser incorporates 
the tailpipes of the exhaust system. At 
speeds of 74mph and above, a spoiler is 
electrically extended from the luggage 
compartment lid to provide additional 
downforce on the rear axle.

Proud Simkin: It's a relief! 


F ORMER Dorchester Town 
manager Phil Simkin whilst 
being immensely proud of 
what he has achieved at the club 
is also relieved at the board's de¬ 
cision to sack him a month ago. 
Speaking exclusively to View 
he spoke about taking the 
club to the pinnacle of their suc¬ 
cess to date and his deteriorating 
relationship with the club follow¬ 
ing its partnership with the Com¬ 
munity Trust in May 2013, saying: 
"Regardless of how it ended, I'm 
proud of what I achieved as 
Dorchester Town's most success¬ 
ful manager. Nothing's ever going 
to change that, and whatever 
people may say, its fact." 

Speaking about his sacking, he 
said: "I never quit. There were 
many times when I felt like re¬ 
signing. 

"I don't care about being 
sacked because when you are a 
football manager you are going 
to be sacked one day anyway, 
you just hope it's for the right rea¬ 
sons, but I could see this wasn't. 

"To be honest it's been a relief. 
I've not had to quit or resign; in 
the end they did it for me." 

Simkin was sacked following 
his comments after the 2-0 defeat 
at Weymouth on Bank Holiday 
Monday when he received abuse 
from his own fans. 

In his after match interview he 
said he understood the support¬ 
ers' frustrations but was disap¬ 
pointed with their reaction given 
the situation the club is in, and 
that instead of hurling abuse at 
him, they need to come into the 
real world and put their hand in 
their pockets if they care about 
the club. Two days later he was 
sacked. 

Despite the situation, following 
his long association with the club 
which included spells as a player, 
reserve-team manager and first- 
team assistant-manager prior to 
his two and a half year stint as 
manager, he insists Dorchester 
Town will always be his club and 
he wishes them no ill. 

Talking specifically about the 
situation at the Bob Lucas Sta¬ 
dium he said:"lt wasn't the abuse 
aimed at me - I've had that much 
over the years it goes right over 
my head - it was seeing close 
members of my family and 
friends visibly upset by it, which 
just isn't acceptable. 

"I keep having the fact we are a 


community club rammed down 
my throat; well are those commu¬ 
nity members stood behind the 
goal chanting abuse? Aren't 
Dorchester supporters the com¬ 
munity? 

"Weymouth supporters do put 
their hands in their pockets; they 
are paying the wages for one of 
the new players this season. I'm 
just saying why can't we do that? 
Don't they care? Do they just 
want to come and moan each 
week? 

"I stand by what I said, and will 
say it again because I firmly be¬ 
lieve it. 

"They can call me all the names 
under the sun, but do something 
about it. They know finances are 
tight and the budget is very 
small. 

"Despite the fact that Wey¬ 
mouth get crowds more than 
twice those of Dorchester, and 
that their budget is easily more 
than twice that of Dorchester, 
they still need, and get, help from 
supporters to buy players. 

"It's a fact that there are several 
players playing in the Southern 
Premier League whose first 
choice was to join Dorchester in 
the summer, but I just didn't have 
the resources and had to pass 
them up." 

Record breaking season 

Simkin's problems started fol¬ 
lowing Dorchester Town's most 
successful season in history in 
2012-13 when the club finished 
just outside the Conference 
South play-off with 65 points, a 
record number in the highest 
level competition they have ever 
been in, and made the 2nd round 
of the FA Cup, beating Plymouth 
Argyle on the way. 

"People will obviously forget 
that, but on paper I'm the most 
successful manager the club has 
ever had." 

It was at this point that the in¬ 
fluence of the Community Trust, 
who by then had acquired 27 
percent of the shares once 
owned by Hearn, became known. 
Up until then no one had in¬ 
formed or involved Simkin in the 
situation. 

Simkin had assembled one of 
the most talented sides in the 
club's history and as the season 
neared its conclusion, he made 
plans to secure the club's playing 
future by re-signing a number of 
players on new contracts.

"I was given no warning about 
the trust situation; I was told 
nothing until I was taken into 
meetings and told the budget 
was going to be slashed from 
£3,500 to around £1,500, a reduc¬ 
tion of almost 60 per cent. On top 
of that I was told that the prize 
and TV money we had won was 
no longer available. 

"At the end of the season the 
chairman Shaun Hearn was still in 
charge of the club, and we had 
given new contracts to several 
players with his knowledge and 
approval 

"Suddenly the side I had 
worked so hard to assemble, and 
one of the best, if not the best 
side the club's ever had, disinte¬ 
grate before my eyes. 

"I had no choice. I was told to 
take players into the office and 
tell them we had to release them. 
A lot were in tears because they 
had just signed new contracts 
and thought they had security for 
their families. 

"That was a horrendous time, 
and something I had to do alone; 
no one wanted or offered to help. 
I never ever want to do that 
again. 

"To lose Ashley Nicholls was the 
biggest blow that has happened 
to me in football; in my view one 
of the best footballers to have 
ever put on a Dorchester shirt. 
That was the beginning of the 
end of what I considered to be 
my side." 

Although Simkin found an ex¬ 
ternal source of finance from out¬ 
side the club to pay the players 
wages, this was turned by the 
board as being against the prin¬ 
ciples of a community trust club. 

As a result the Magpies suffered 
on the field last season and were 
relegated just one season after 
nearly being promoted. 

"Even last season although it 
was really horrendous for me, to 
get 31 points was quite an 
achievement to be honest. 

"Fielding kids week in, week 
out, I kept going through the sea¬ 
son hoping things would im¬ 
prove financially this year, but it 
still didn't and I was still expected 


to compete with the likes of 
teams such as Weymouth and 
Poole Town when my resources 
were a fraction of theirs. 

"There has been some external 
help without which we wouldn't 
have been able to put a team on 
the pitch. When I appealed to 
members of the board, I was told: 
"It's what happened to Wey¬ 
mouth; you get beaten 8-0 or 9-0 
and go down. 

Injuries 

"I couldn't do that and nearly 
made myself ill trying to beg, 
steal or borrow players, and at 
one stage I thought we might just 
sneak out of it, but them Warren 
Byerley got injured and we didn't 
have any front players, and in the 
end we just sunk away." 

It was the same this season, and 
although the playing budget was 
increased slightly, with a small 
squad you are reliant in everyone 
keeping fit. 

"People say I keep on about it, 
but it's a fact. I can only do my 
best with what I had and unfortu¬ 
nately, the one thing I feared 
more than anything else - injuries 
- struck us within four minutes of 
the season starting when Mason 
Walsh, on loan from AFC 
Bournemouth, was seriously in¬ 
jured at Arlesey. 

Then Ben Joyce pulled a ham¬ 
string, and I had to keep playing 
Nick Crittenden because I didn't 
have anyone else and conse¬ 
quently he pulled his with over¬ 
use." 

Despite all that has happened 
Simkin does not wish the club 
any harm, and in a way sympa¬ 
thises with the fans. 

"It's still my club, and will always 
be my club, and I don't wish it any 
ill or the people there. I just don't 
understand them. 

"To me they are not football 
people, but that's what they are 
there for. They have the club at 
heart as far as I can see, but 
whether I agree with how they do 
things or not, it's not my business 
anymore. 

"Some people may not have 
liked what I said after the Wey¬ 
mouth game, but experienced 
football people might have 
pulled me to one side and said 
that's a little bit out of order. 

"I thought afterwards they 
wouldn't like it too much and I 
was going to be dragged in to ex¬ 
plain, but that was a knee jerk re¬

action, again through lack of 
football knowledge and under¬ 
standing of what happens in a 
game, and certainly up there in 
keeping with some of the puerile 
remarks they have made since 
their stewardship. 

"They believe what they are 
doing for this football club is the 
best, and certainly as long as they 
believe that you can't knock it. 

"I tend not to agree with it, but 
then it's none of my business is it? 

"Their lack of football knowl¬ 
edge was very difficult to deal 
with both on and off the pitch 
and I was fighting with one hand 
tied behind my back all the time. 

"We were a Conference club, 
but it's a fact some supporters 
had to help out by paying for 
player's petrol such was their con¬ 
trol of finances. 

"I don't want to speak ill of peo¬ 
ple or stir up any trouble, but be¬ 
cause of their lack of football 
knowledge, for me it was almost 
an impossible job because they 
didn't really know what I was talk¬ 
ing about and we just couldn't 
communicate. 

I am glad that I do not have to 
deal with them anymore. 

Still capable of doing well 

"If we were rubbish I might un¬ 
derstand, but to do what they did 
over a statement like that directly 
after a game that had seen many 
people close to tears, I really think 
is disgusting. 

"When everyone's fully fit I have 
still left them with a team more 
than capable of doing well in the 
Southern League. 

"The most important thing for 
me is not to be bitter over what 
has happened over the last year, 
but to look back beyond that. 

I'm quite proud of what I've 
done." 


Simkin's eye for a player 
a huge loss for Magpies 

ONE of the reasons for Dorchester Town’s success on 
the field over recent years has been Phil Simkin’s rep¬ 
utation borne out of his knowledge of football, and his 
talent for an eye for a player. 

Coupled with his relationship and contacts within 
football, particularly the local professional clubs, AFC 
Bournemouth, Exeter City, Torquay as well as many of 
the Conference teams, it has enabled the Magpies to 
benefit. In addition it has enabled several talented foot¬ 
ballers a stepping stone to greater things. 

The most successful was striker DANNY INGS who 
was came on loan from Bournemouth and was later 
sold to Burnley for a reputed £lm; his goals helping 
the Clarets to the Premiership this season. 

“He came in on a three month contract because they 
weren’t sure about him. He came here as a left winger 
and did okay, but we went to Mangotsfield in the FA 
Cup and were one down at half-time. 

“As we walked off the pitch he came across to me 
and said: “Play me up front in the second half and I 
will win the game for you. 

“That’s exactly what he did, scoring one and playing 
a big hand in the other three. Consequently he stayed 
up front for the rest of his stay at The Avenue and in 
his onward career. ” 

In the case of both BEN DICKENSON and KIEFFER 
MOORE, Simkin found both and brought them to the 
club before they moved on to Football League sides, 
although he was disappointed that in both situations 
he was frozen out of sealing their transfers despite hav¬ 
ing done the negotiating. 

“I worked really hard to bring Ben to this club in 
2011. He had been released by Southampton and was 
playing for his local side Christchurch. I was tipped off 
by a friend of mine and knew he was going places after 
just watching him for 20 minutes. 

“ I showed him and his parents around The Avenue 
and they were sold on the place. He was soon being 
tracked by several Football League clubs, but when it 
came to his sale to Brighton & Hove Albion I was kept 
out of any talks by a former member of the club’s 
board. 

“The same happened with Kieffer Moore. I noticed 
him when he visited with Truro City in 2013 and trav¬ 
elled down to Paignton to sign him. 

“His agent and I agreed a deal with Bolton Wander¬ 
ers (a Championship side) for a down payment of£80k 
on completion of a successful trial, but he was sold be¬ 
hind my back to Yeovil Town for a fraction of that by a 
former member of the board after I was told it was 
nothing to do with me. He said: “You find them, I’ll sell 
them”.” 

Simkin also took a chance on former Bristol Rovers 
midfielder CHARLIE CLOUGH at the beginning of 
season 2012-2013 who turned out to be a pivotal mem¬ 
ber of the successful side. 

“People forget, no one wanted Charlie, and in the 
end he was ringing me up every day. So in the end I 
gave him a non-contract deal, and we sold him on for 
a few thousand the following summer.” 

That knowledge and relationships are something 
Dorchester might miss in the future.
